Will Not Tolerate Delay, 
President Roosevelt's action in ordering 


clusive evidence that the American govern- 
ment does not propose to tolerate any delay 
on the part of Turkey in making the proper 
reparation for the assassination of vice Con- 
sul Magelssen. | 

The instructions by the commander of the 
fleet have not been made public, but the de- 
mands are likely to be for indemnity ¢or 
the murder of a United States official, an 
apology to the government, and a salute to 
the - flag. 

Official Information Meager. 

Official information here is rather meager, 
the only advices being a cablegram from 
Minister Leishman at Constantinople ad- 
vising the state department of the assassi- 
nation. 

Within an hour after the receipt of the 
dispatch instructions were sent to Minister 
Leishman to use the most vigorous meas- 
ures to impress the sultan with the gravity 


the immediate apprehension and conviction 
of the murderer. 3 

From the tone of his instructions it is evi- 
dent this government does not propose to 
tolerate any delay by Turkey’s authorities, 
but will, if necessary, take drastic measures 
to arouse Turkey to a full realization of the 
seriousness of the situation. 


President Told of Crime. : 

Minister Leishman’s dispatch was forward- 
ed to the president at Oyster Bay and Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Darling was notified. 
He instantly took steps to have the nearest 
and most available warships ready for serv- 
ice, and sent instructions to the European 
squadron to hold itself in readiness to pro- 
ceed to Beirut. 

Shortly after these instructions were sent 
President Roosevelt directed the fleet to be 
sent without delay, and orders to this effect 
were cabled Rear Admfral Cotton and the 
commodores of the other vessels of the fleet. 


_ Where the Warships Are. 

The only ships available for this service 
are the Brooklyn, Rear Admiral Cotton’s 
flagship} the Sarirancisco, and the Machias. 
The Brooklyn and San Francisco are now at 
Nice and the Machias is at Genoa. 

While the government is fully prepared to 
convince Tufkey it means to have the assassi- 
nation of Vice Consul Magelssen fully inves- 
tigated and complete reparation made, it is 
believed Turkey will be prompt to make 
proper amends, especially in view of the fact 
that the Buropean squadron is now under full 
gteam for Beirut for the purpose of demand- 
ing satisfaction if it is not forthcoming 
promptly. . | 
Murder Commitfed on Sunday. 

According to Minister Leishman's dispatch 
he first received the news of the assassina- 
tion from United States Consul Ravndal at 
Beirut, who simply reported that Mr. Magels- 
gen wags aséassinated Sunday night while 
riding in a carriage, and that his murderer 
is unknown. Minister Leishman added that 
he had directed an investigation to be made 
to secure additional information, and he had 
made whatever representations to the porte 
he could und@er the circumstances. It was 
evident he had asked that the local authori- 
ties in Beirut be ordered to give immediate 
attention ot the affair for the purpose of 
discovering the murderer, and he also asked 
that if apprehended he should be promptly 
dealt with. 

Beirut is far removed from the scene of 
the other disturbances in Turkey, and offi- 
cials here are unable to determine with the 
meager advices whether of not the assaseina- 
tion grew out of political troubles. 

Beirut is on the eastern shore of the Med- 
iterrranean, about 1,000 miles from Con- 
stantinople, and about six or seven days’ 
gail from Nice and Genoa, where the Euro- 
pean squadron was located today. :

SINK 17 WAR VESSELS. 


Army Scores in War Game—Navy 
Gets More Points. 


OLYMPIA STRIKES A ROCK. 


“Destroyed” Fleet Begins Again at 
Dark—Two Attacks Reported. 


Portland, Me., Aug. 27.—[Special.]—Heavy 
fighting characterized the developments in 
the war game today, the navy effecting the 
capture of Long Island in the morning, while 
this afternoon the army theoretically de- 
stroyed all the seventeen opposing ships that 
atacked the coast defenses in the afternoon. 
The navy, however, seems to have had a lit- 
tle the better of it, for, strange as it may 
seem, the capture of Long Island is consid- 
ered more important than the destruction of 
the seventeen vessels. 


Olympia Strikes a Rock. 

All the damages to the navy were not 
theoretical, however. The cruiser Olympia, 
the flagship of Rear Admiral Coghlan, ran 
aground yesterday on Stave ledge, at Casco 
bay, while returning from the attack. While 
the vessel has taken in some water the in- 
juries apparently are not seriqus enough to 
&eep it from continuing to take part in the 
war game. 

According to the ehart more than thirty 
feet of water was over the place where the 
Oyimpia struck, but as a matter of fact there 
was only twenty-four feet, and the Olympia 
drew nearly twenty-six feet. 

A fleet of sixteen warships was reported 
tonight off Higgins Beach, at the extreme 
end of Cape Elizabeth, with lights covered, 
and a landing party from Old Orchard was 
reported marching toward the harbor de- 
fensés. The patrols were doubled. 

Long Island has been declared out of the 
game until tomorrow night at 9 o'clock, The 
big gearchlights there will not be working, 
which will be of almost inestimable value 
to the navy. On the other hand, after sun- 
set the destroyed warshfps went back into 
commission again. 


Capture of Long Island. 
The capture of Long island was made by a 
force of 1,400 jackies and marines, in eight- 
een ships’ boats and five steam launches, 
towed by the gunboats Scorpion and Peoria. 
They stormed the heights, captured the 
slender garrison of 300 men, and teok entire 
possession of the island for the navy forces. 

The soldiers on shore did not repel the at- 
tack until the naval force had landed, re- 
maining in ambush in the woods. As the 
jackies teached the shore the four six- 
pounders of the land battery opened fire. 
They were soon silenced by the heavy guns 
of the Scorpion and Peoria. This brought 
the affair to a climax and the invaders were 
declared victors. 

This afternoon the seventeen vessels of 
Rear Admiral Barker’s fleet started up Port- 
land harbor and the long anticipate y at- 
tack was in progress. 

Sunk at 8,000 Yard Range. 

According to the decision of the umpires, 
all the battleships were destroyed by the 
shore batteries as soon as they came within 
the prescribed 8,000 yard range, and before 
they had fired a single shot, but this did not 
detract in the least from the spéetacular In- 
terest in the battle, and for an hour the can- 
nonading was terrific. 

The ships formed in single file in a long line, 
the flagship Kearsarge leading and the others 
following at a distance of about 300 yards 
apart. 

The cannonading on both sides was | 
incessant until the fleet, which had taken a 
devious course, had given Williams, the last 
fort, a chance at near range. No attempt 
was made to force any passages, land any 
parties, or employ strategy. Finally, just as 
the sun was setting, the naval forces desisted . 
from attack and put to sea.

Standard Oil as Harmless as the 
Old Time Corner Grocery. 


‘EASY. WAY TO BUILD THEM. 


‘Tencher’@ ‘Students’Some 
Valuable Pointers. 


A legal justification for the existence of 
the Standard Oil company, the United States 
Steel corporation, and other so-calledtrusts, 
| with full and detailed instructions on how to 
form such organizations, was given to the 
law students of the University of Chicago 
yesterday by Prof. Bruce Wyman. 

Prof. Wyman is a member of the faculty 
of the Harvard law school, who has been 
teaching this quarter in the university law 
department. 

“To my mind,” said the lecturer, ‘‘ the 
United States stdel corporation with all its 
millions, or the Standard Oil company, an- 
other gigantic corporation, is as legal as the 
little firm engaged in a corner grocery or 
hardware business.” 

This statement was made after a review of 
the growth of “ trusts,” leading up to the 
present form, the big corporation which has 
absolutely bought out the underlying com- 


panies. 
Combines Here to Stay. 

“These big corporations,” said Prof. Wy- 
man, “‘ have come to stay. They are a pub- 
Hc necessity. To repudiate them would be 
to go back a hundred years. : 

“They are more dangerous perhaps than 
the*smaller companies, but only because of 
the greater power given by such great 
wealth. They“Mmust therefore be controlled, 
but not by declaring them illegal. Publicity 
is the only method, and arrangements for 
publicity can be insisted upon. before the 
charter is granted. . 

“There are some businesses which par- 
take of the nature of a natural monopoly, in 
which competition is not an advantage. It 
is better for the public that some large or- 
ganization like the Standard Oil company 
or the United States Steel corporation should 
supply its demands than that they should 
be: supplied by some crossroads blacksmith 
shop or corner grocery.” 

How to Build a Trust. 

The second half of Prof. Wyman’s lecture, 
he said, was devoted to the tactics of the cor- 
poration attorney. He told his students just 
how a “ promoter” must proceed in order 
safely to effect the organization of a “ trust.”’ 

“One of the first things to do,’’ said he, 
*“‘is to incorporate under the laws of New 
Jersey or Maine, because the laws of these 
states offer more advantages than are found 
in others. The*next thing to do is to get op- 
tions on the plants of all the other important 
companies doing business in your line. Then 
you must organize the company. Three 
office boys usually will do for the incor- 
porators. I myself have often been a tem- 
porary director. Each office boy puts into 
the company $100, which is loaned him for 
the purpose and immediately taken back. 

“The office boy directors then elect the 
officers and purchase from their employer, 
the promoter, all his options at about three 
times what he paid for them. They are paid 
for in stock. These options -have been 
pought from the owners of the plants at 
about twice the value of the property, paid 
for in preferred stock. Then, as a bonus for 
good will, the seller usually is given an equal 
amount of common stock. 

“The bank supplies ready cash, if the | 
proposition of the new concern looks good, 
in retyrn for about four times as much stock. 
Thus,\you see, how the stock is inflated.”

DIES FOR LOST WIFE. 


Young Woman Gets Divorce, For- 
mer Husband Kills Himself.

ENDS LIFE IN HER PRESENCE 


Two Days ‘After Securing Decree She 
Had Wedded Another. 


Facing his divorced wife, who had married 
again two days after the decree was entered 
two weeks ago, Herbert R. Shaffer last even- 
ing lifted a vial of carbolic acid to his lips 
and said:

Before a hand could be extended to restrain 
him Shaffer tossed the acid down his throat, 
then staggered toward his former wife, at 
the same time threatening her life. The 
woman ran screaming from the room, call- 
ing to her husband to come to her rescue. 

There really was little to fear, however, as 
before Shaffer had taken a dozen steps he 
fell. Ten minutes later he was dead. — 

. The suicide took place at 326 West Adams 
street, where the former Mrs. Shaffer and her 
present husband; ‘Thomas Healy, are board- 


Invites Himself to Dinner. ; 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Healy, who Is 22 
years old, summoned her former husband, 
who was 43 years old, and they were in con- 
ference together for more than an hour ar- 
ranging for the disposition of some prop- 
erty they owned in common. 

‘‘T’d like to meet Tom again, now that 
he’s your husband,” Shaffer said to her. | 
‘‘How would it do for me to drop itn and 
have dinner with you tonight? I'd like to 
wish Tom luck.” . ‘ 

_ Mrs. Healy discouraged the proposition, 
but Shaffer laughingly insisted that he would 
return. In the afternoon Shaffer received 
from his former wife a message which said: 

** You mustn’t come for dinner. Husband's 
relatives just arrived and we haven't room.”’ 

Shaffer's reply was a brief threat. 

*“*I will see you tonight here or before the 
Almighty,’’ he wrote. 

Shortly before 5 o'clock Shaffer appeared 
at the West Adams street boarding house 
and talked cheerfully with his former wife 
and her husband's relatives till the dinner 
hour arrived, when all sat down to the table. 
The meal finished, Healy stepped into an_ 
adjoining room to get some cigars, and it 
was then that Shaffer drew the acid from 
his pocket and drank it. +

4A European commission, assisted by 
pected native delegations, to work out the 
imitation organization and administration 
of provinces until their organization is com- 


pleted. 
5. An international army of 45,000 men, all 
peans, shall occupy the provinces. 
The sultan to withdraw all his troops 
except those needed for frontier defense. 

7. The provinces to defray the cost of the 
army occupation, whose generals shall be- 
jong to one of the netitral states of Europe. 

8. The provinces to contribute to the 
sultan’s civil list to the maintenance of the 
imperial army and navy, and to be included 
in all treaties and conventions concluded by 
Turkey.

Under the circumstances the state depart- 
ment officials are inclined to believe that the 
Turkish foreign office is notin touch with the 
situation at Beirut. They do not attach 
sufficient importance to Minister Leishman’s 
last message to cancel the order for the 
squadron to sail. . 


Trouble at Harpoot. 

Another complaint in regard to the hostile 
attitude of Turkey towards Americans came 
to the state department this afternoon in 
a telegram from the American board of 
foreign missions of Boston, which said in- 
formation had been received by the board 
y of an attempt to burn the Euphrates coi- 
lege bullding, at Harpoot, and that conditions

Not Parallel of Russia’s Case. 

Although President Roosevelt has decided 
upon vigorous measures, the case is not 
considered an exact parallel of the murder 
of the Russian consul at Monastir, who was 
killed by a Turkish soldier a few days ago. 
It is a serious matter for an official] of one 
government to be assassinated while resid- 
ing within the dominion of another, and 
whether or not the act is committed by an 
official of the government, it is incumbent 
on the power which has been injured to make 
prompt demands for reparation in order that 
its representatives shall be accorded that 
respect necessary to the protection of its 
agents and the conduct of business. 


Young Man from Minnesota. 
Officials of the state department notified 
Senator Nelson of Minnesota of the assassi- 
nation of Magelssen. Senator Nelson was 
responsible for his appointment.

He attended Luther col- 
lege at Decorah, Ia., and for five years wasa 
clerk in the consulate at Beirut with United 
States Consul Ravndal, who is his brother- 
in-law.

D. His father is a 
Lutheran minister in Minnesota and his 
brother is a Lutheran minjster at La Crosse, 


Official Circles Stirred, 
The announcement of the assassination of 
the American vice consul, following so soon 
upon the assassination of a Russian consul 
in Turkey, created strong comment in offi- 
cial circles, and the suggestion was made 
that such frequent assassinations indicate 
a disturbed condition of affairs in the Tur- 
kish dominions. 
President Acts Promptly. 

Aug. 27.—President 
Roosevelt tonight issued orders that the 
European squadron, under command of Ad- 
miral Cotton, should proceed immediately to 
Beirut, Syria, to be in readiness to support 
any demand made by the United States on 
Turkey on account of the assassination of

The president manifested anxious interest 
in the announcement of the assassination of 
Vice Consul Magelssen when he received 
from Acting Secretary of State Loomis a tel- 
egram communicating to him Minister Leish- 
man’s cablegram concerning the murder and 
advising him of the steps already taken by 
the state department. 

The president tonight is in close communi- 
cation with the department and will be kept 
fully advised of the details of the incident as 


they are ascertained.

Prepared for an Emergency. 

In absence of definite information concern- 
ing the assassination of the vice consul the 
president will take no decided action beyond 
that already taken in sending the European 
squadron to Beirut. This action is viewed 
as a precautionary measure. It is the de- 
termination of the United States to support 
its demands upon Turkey for the punishment 
of the murderer or murderers of Consul Ma- 
gelssen, but until the circumstances sur- 
rounding the murder are known officially and 
precisely the United States, it is stated, will 
not take any drastic action. A demand that 
officials of the United States be afforded 
protection for their lives and property will 
be made and the Turkish government will be 
held responsible for the assassination of Con- 
sul Magelssen, whatever may be the cir- 
cumstances of the case. 

President Roosevelt is concerned over the 
situation as it has developed today, because 
it indicates an intolerable condition of af- 
fairs in Turkey. He recalls the fact that 
only recently a Russian consul was murdered 
in Turkey. 


Will Wait More Details. 

The European squadron is so situated that 
it will require several days for it to rendez- 
vous at Beirut. Meantime the officials of the 
state department will be fully advised by Min- 
ister Leishman of the details of the crinie, 
and the president will then be in a position to 
present to Turkey the demands of the United 
States with a naval force on the spot of suf- 
ficient strength to enforce them adequately. 


Porte Has Been Informed. 

LONDON, Aug. 28, 3 a. m.—According to a 
dispatch received here from Constantinople, 
the porte vas been informed that the United 
States government has decided to send) a 
squadron to Turkish waters immediately to 
demand reparation for the murder of William 
C. Magelssen, United States vice consul at

Predicts Trouble for Turkey. 


In the absence of any news regarding the | 


murder of United States Vice Consul Magels- 
sen at Beirut; Syria, except that from Wash- 
ington, few papers comment on the incident, 
but all publish editorials dwelling on the 
growing danger of the Macedonian problem. 

The Daily Telegraphsays: “ If there is war 
in the Balkans the prizes will not fall to the 
Turk or his allies, even though victory should 
incline to their side. It is thoroughly char- 
acteristic of eastern politics that at the mo- 
ment Turkey is doing penance for the murder 
of the Russian consul at Monastir some irre- 
sponsible fanatic should assassinate an 
American consul and bring yet another angry 
power knocking at the gate of Yildiz kiosk.

Shock to Syrian Colony. 


New York, Aug. 27.—[Special.J—In the 
Syrian colony in this city the news of the 
assassination of Mr. Magelssen, the vice 
consul at Belrut, came as a shock. In the 
absence of definite details there are two 

heories of the tragedy. Dither, it is said, 

agelssen had fallen a victim to the fanat- 
ical hatred of a mussulman, or because of his 
efficient and earnest labors in the behalf of 
his country and country men he had been 
deliberately marked down for death by 
Turkish officials, and their wishes carried 
out by an easily found assassin. 

‘That the situation in Beirut has been 
critical was well known for some months,” 
said N. M. Diab, editor of the Meraat-El- 
Charb, “ the Mirror of the West,”’ one of the 
influential Syrian publications in this coun- 
try. ‘“‘ The feeling between Christians and 
Mohammedans is growing more bitter every 
day,” he said, “ while official as well as 
popular antipathy to foreigners of all de- 
scriptions has kept pace with it. 

‘Many Syrians have come here, and some 
of these after becoming citizens have re- 
turned to their native country. Immediately 
they have been seized by soldiers for mill- 
tary service. So common has the practice 
become that it is not unusual for Turkish 
soldiers to tear up United States passports 
before the eyes of the citizen so seized while 
they are told America will not aid them. 

“Since Mr. Magelssen went out there he 
brought about a change by working hard all 
the time to stamp out the practice.” 


Peace Union Opposes Force. 
Mystic, Conn., Aug. 27.—The news of the as- 
sassination of the American vice consul at 
Beirut, Syria, announced at the afternoon 
session today of the Universal Peace union, 
was received with expressions of sorrow. 


The following was adopted: 
“We as American citizens fee] the heart- : 


jest sympathy with the nation and the family 
of our consul reported as assassinated. We 
recognize a result in this anda calamity that 
grows out of conditions of war and of the 
military system. While there are innumer- 
able armies and battleships, and ignoranco 
and oppression, we counsel a remedy by the 
supremacy of law and the principles of peace 
and more of a common brotherhood. 

“We trust that while our government

University Lecturer Says It Would Spur 
Men to Better Work—Statues to Show 


Dignity of Labor. 


Pictures on the walls of factories, music 
to inspire the employés to better work, and 
statues emphasizing the dignity of labor 
were some of the innovations proposed for 
modern industrial centers by John Quincy 
Adams, an extension lecturer from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, in a lecture yes- 
terday at the University of Chicago on ** Art 
and the Day’s Work.” 

Mr. Adams said that it was not enough 
merely to have beautiful grounds outside 
the factories or band concerts and other 
entertainments to amuse the workers in 
their leisure hours, but that their surround- 
ings during working time should be made 
beautiful and their work interesting. 


ical devices have done away with much of 
the physical drudgery of labor, it still has 
the same irksomeness. If we are going to 
solve the labor question we must make labor 
more interesting. We should provide for 
the workers something to break the monot- 
ony. Music while the work is going on helps 
to more and better work. This has been 
proved by experience in cigar factories and 
other places where light but monotonous 
work is done to music.” 

Mr. Adams is a man who has known the 
drudgery of labor. He was at one time 
bound out to an Illinois farmer. When he 
became free he worked his way through 
Northwestern university.

SAY “FAKE” MADE MILLION; 
ARREST MADE IN LOUISVILLE. 


Jacob W’ Geist, Who Had Offices in Chi- 
cago and New York, Charged with 
Swindling Merchants. . 


Louisville, Ky., Aug. 27~—A “ fake direc- 
tory” swindle of national proportions and 
‘by means of which over $1,000,000 has been 
taken from merchants, bankers, and busi- 
ness men all over the country, is alleged by 
the local detectives as the ground for the 
arrest of Jacob W. Geist. a 

Geist, who claimed to represent the Na- 
tlonal Gazetteer of New York and Chicago, 
was taken into custody here today, chargéd 
with having obtained money by false pre- 
tenses from five local firms. The officers 
declare that Geist’s doings are connected 
with those of James Fallon, who was arrest- 
ed in New York last April, and of Arthur 
Hubbard, who was arrested in Washington 
about the same time on similar charges. 

According to the officers, the men went to 
merchants to solicit advertising in a national 
business directory and rating book. If a 
bona fide order signed by the merchant was 
given it was raised in amount and so changed 
as to provide for payment at a date before 
the delivery of the directory and advertise- 
ment. 

If the merchant refused to sign the con- 
tract, it is said, he was persuaded to sign a 
blank application for a sample copy, which 
later appeared 4s a contract for payment 
over the victim’s signature. 

It is said that many merchants have paid 
rather than become mMvolved in legal difi- 
culties. The five local firms were swindled 
in amounts ranging from $25 to $100. The 
officers claim the scheme 1s being worked ail 
over the United States and Europe.

Miss Parker Wins 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, Aug. 27.— 


La Rita over the finishing line winner of the 
first of this season’s series of races for Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s cup.

McGuire's Hoosier only a few feet in an un- 
usually exciting finish, with the new eastern 
boat, Little Shamrock, but twenty seconds

Pilot, the Milwaukee Yacht club’s entry, 
was beaten five minutes by La Rita, and 
Outlaw finished so far back its time was 
not taken. 

La Rita won the series of races for the 
Lipton cup last year, then sailed for the first 
time, and if yesterday's wind and sea could be 
counted upon for the entire series of races 
this boat would be practically certain to win 
again. 

Besides beating Sprite nearly two and a 
half minutes at the finish, La Rita started a 
full minute behind the Chicago Yacht club 
entry. Possibly the starting gun was mis- 
calculated on La Rita, as George Peare, 
usually a smart skipper at crossing the line, 
got away a bad last.’ After that Peare sailed 
his boat perfectly, working it through the 
little fleet and picking up one rival after 
another. 


On the fourth leg he made a good gain by 
setting his spinnaker long before any of the 
other skippers could see the great advantage 
of carrying one; but the gain was more than 
lost by the crew letting the big silk sail and 
boom go overboard near the end of the run 
before the wind, 
Sprite was salled equally as well by Cuth- 
bert, and so was Hoosier by W. Avery, with 
Abe Burrow as chief adviser. No fault could 
be found with the handling of these two craft. 
S. Small, the craek amateur skipper from 
Massachusetts, made an excellent start, but 
rounding the first stake boat and hauling 
on to the wind he took Little Shamrock to 
leeward of a direct course to the next stake 
boat. La Rita was outpointing his boat and 
footing just as fast, and Small had to makea 
short board on the starboard tack. He made 
it just at the wrong time, for the wind hauled 
quite a point and a half to the west and 
against him, while the shift was in favor of 
La Rita, Hoosier, and Sprite. Little Sham- 
rock’s bows were crossed by all three and it 
never recovered the loss. Again, on the last 
leg, Capt. Small had an excelent chance to 
run into second place, because Hoosier en- 
gaged in a luffing match with Sprite, forcing 
and following the latter away up to wind- 
ward and off the course. Instead of running 
—— their lee Little Shamrock followed 
em. 


The beat to windward on the fifth leg was 
the prettiest part of the race, the struggle 
between Hoosier and La Rita being keen and 
exciting. Capt. Peare won it because he 
wisely never allowed Hoosier to escape 
from under his lee, and refused to allow his 
Tival to split tacks. 

The course was twice around a trininat, 
two nautical miles to the. leg. Owing to 
the wind hauling a point or two during the 
race there was some difference the second 
time around. The race began with a broad 
reach, balloon jibs being carried. The second 
leg was a beat to windward, but La Rita, 
pointing so high, made it a close hauled 
reach. The third leg was a fairreach. Next 
time around the first leg was run, and 
spinnakers were carried, though they had to 
be set far forward. The second leg was a 
close hauled reach, but Hoosier and La Rita 
made it a beat to weather because Commo- 
dore McGuire’s yacht tried every trick to 
get out from under La Rita’s lee. The last 
leg was another reach. 

La Rita sailed fastest on every leg, whether 
on or off the wind, but its splendid windward 
work was its best feature. Little Shamrock 
lost badly on the wind on the second leg, 
partly because of an unfavorable shift, 
Sprite gained on the fifth leg because Cuth- 
bert was too wise to follow Hoosier and La 
Rita when the former tried to split tacks, 
and the latter kept on top and to weather. 
Hoosier lost a little on the third leg, monkey- 
ing with a reaching jib that proved of little 
service. 

The race was sailed in a northwest breeze 
of twelve knots an hour, with stronger gusts 
and the usual shift and slants. Sprite got 
an extra favorable slant by splitting tacks 
with the leaders on the fifth leg, and thereby 
worked up to second place. 

There was a lumpy sea that was in favor 
of the keel boats, La Rita and Sprite, and 
the center boarders pounded badly in it.

WORK NOT YET COMPLETE 


All Persons on the Pay Roll of 


the Navy Department to 
Take the Obligation. 


OF ALLEGIANCE—Four thousand em- 


ployés of the government printing office swear to 


bear true faith and allegiance to the government. 
Oaths will be administered to the others during 
the next seven days. All employés of the navy 
will be required to take the oath. 

FINANCIAL STRINGENCY—The treasury de- 
partment is to place $40,000,000 in national banks 
to guard against financial stringency in crop 
moving season. 

GHICAGO POSTOFFICE—Secretary Shaw holds 

_eonference with John Peirce, contractor for the

‘contractors are delaying the work. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—[Special.]— 
An unusual spectacle was presented at 
the government printing office late this after- 
noon when a notary public began the duty 
of swearing 4,000 employés to support and 
defend the constitution of the United States 
against all enemies, both foreign and do- 
mestic, and bear true faith and allegiance 
to “the government: This interesting pro- 
ceeding began late this afternoon, and every 
employé, trom the highest officials, who 
haye not previously taken the oath, down to 
the charwomen, was required to swear al- 
fegiance. 

Yesterday Foreman Ricketts had messen- 
gers present each employé with a blank 
form of the oath which they were required to 
gign. It reads: “I do solemnly swear I 
will support and defend the constitution of 
the United States against all enemies, both 
foreign and domestic, and bear true faith 
and allegiance; that I take this obligation 
freely and without any mental reservation 
or purpose of evasion, and that I will well 


‘and faithfully discharge the duties of the 


office on which I am about to enter, so help 
me God.” 
* 

After each employé signed the oath and 
returned it to Foreman Ricketts a notary 
appeared in the different divisions and ad- 
ministered the oath. Thirty or forty per- 
s0ns,. men, women, and boys, white and 
biack, were in each group. They swore, in 
effect, to place the constitution of the United 
States above that of labor unions. This, of 
course; was the purpose of President Roose- 
velt in having the oaths administered. Six 
divisions were sworn today, and it will be 
seven days before all have taken the oath. 


Practically. all the employés cheerfully as- 


sented to the obligation and there was no ob- 
jection on the part of any one. 

The bookbinders were cast down, how- 
ever, when a notary appeared in the bindery 
with a bible under his arm. They looked 
gour, but there was not a dissenting voice 
when the notary paused after reading the 
eath, and there was a loud chorus of “ I do.” 

Assistant Foreman Miller, whose case is 
Tesponsible for the decision by the presi- 
Gent, was sworn alone in the office of Fore- 
man Ricketts. Directly behind him were 
Feeney and other members of the arbitration 
committee which has been endeavoring to 


'pecure the discharge of Miller. As the men

met in entering and leaving the office there 
twas no sign of recognition. 

Most of the employés were decorously sol- 
‘during the proceédings, but theré were 
WS4K “attempts at hilarity on. the part of 
some: There were few comments, the one 
heard most frequently being, “‘ What the 
devil does it mean?’ The swearing will 
continue during the day and night until all 
have taken the obligation. 


Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling will 
begin an investigation tomorrow into tne 
status of the per diem employés of the navy 
In the navy yards, receiving and training 
Btations, with reference to the oath of office 
required of all government employés. As 
poon as the law bearing upon the case is 
looked up, it is probable an order will be is- 
sued requiring every employé of the navy, re- 
gardiess of his grade or mode of pay, to 
subscribe to the oath. Aside from the added 
obligation, which might become of great 
importance in,conflicts with labor organiza- 
tions, it is desirable, in the opinion of the 
navy department officials, that all employés 
be placed’ under direct and binding allegiance 
to the constitution and laws. Many men of 
alien birth and still subject to foreign powers 
ere employed at the various navy yards. It 
is the intention of the department to place 
these men, as well as afl others, under the 
oath of loyalty. 

Forty million dollars of government funds 
Will be placed in the national banks of the 
country this fall to relieve the financial 
stringency during the crop moving season, 
announcement to this effect having been 
made by the treasury department today. 
This amount, or any part of it, can be at 
“ny moment placed in national bank deposi- 
tories and will afford immediate relief in case 
Of necessity.

OTOP 70 INDIAN FRAUDS 


ING UP CROOKED LAND DEALS. 


Special Commissioner Going te the 
Territory to Make Full and Free In- 
auiry of Entire Situation—Many Re- 
forms Already Instituted tor Protec- 


Traders—Sales Considered Irregular 
Canceled and Money Returned. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—[{Special. ]— 
Secretary of the Taterlor Hitchcock will 
send a special. commissioner to the Indian 
territory to investigate the frauds practice) 
upon the Indians in the purchase of their 
lands. 

This commissioner, who is yet to be de- 
c.ded upon, will have authority to look into 
all cases and report without fear or favor. 


Official Summary of Case. 


An official statement of the situation has 
been authorized by the interior department 
setting forth the following points: 

Secretary Hitchcock, during a personal tour last 
May, confirmed the reports of attempts at fraud 
upon the Indians. 

Radical revision was made in the regulations re- 

_ ®arding the purchase of Indian lands’ and all 
sales must be advertised and the property to We 
sold appraised by the proper officials. 

Four hundred and twenty-nine sales iously 
made have been canceled and $369,000 purchase 
money returned to buye 

Indian officials who refused hearing to ta- 
tives of 14,000 Indians regarding attempt to exe- 
cute unfair leases punished and Indian interests 
being safeguarded. 

Office holders; both in Indian and other depart- 
ments, found to have entered combinations to 
control disposal of sands efther dismissed, asked 
to resign, or made to quit land companies. 

Members of Daw ty commission recalled to posts to 
be ready to med criticism, and all officials found 
to have done thwir duty will be protected. 


Much Good Already Done. 

As a result of new rules established and the 
developments since that change was made 
the indications are that the secretary has 
saved the\ Indians a large percentage over 
what woufl have been paid them if the 
original regulations had stood. 

Under the law, the secretary has control 
of the land sales and is able to throw many 
safeguards around them for the protection 
of the Indian owners, most of whom he ap- 
preciates are entirély ignorant of business 
methods and easily made the tools of de- 


race or white men. 

He, -however, is not authorized by cdumres- 
sional enactment to guard the interests of 
his wards completely in the matter of leases, 
and’ persistent efforts to secure control of 
the lands through the lease process have been 
discovered.

FARM TO SOLVE RACE PROBLEM. 


J. Z. White, Single Tax Lecturer, Bases 
Argument on Raymond Letter in 
“The Tribune.”’ 


“The land question Is the basis of the 
race problem in this country,’ said John Z. 
White, a lecturer,*before the Single Tax club 
last night, “ and single tax would be the best 
and most effective solution.” 

Mr. White, in discussing the single tax 
theories, used for his text one of the Ray- 
mond letters on the race problem, published 
in THe TRIBUNE, arguing his point from the 
statements contained in that letter. 

‘The trouble between the whites and the 
negroes in the old slavery states,’’ he said, 
“is altogether due to the monopolization of 
the land by the white men. It isa fight for 
the supremacy which_is now in the hands of 
the numerically w er white people, owing 
to the power which they derive from holding 
every square foot of available land in the 
southern states. ‘The negroes are reduced to 
a state of practical serfdom as a result, and 
there is no place where they can enjoy free- 
dom. The introduction of single tax would 
open the vacant land for the negroes and of- 
fer the only just solution of ae race prob- 
lem.”’

Chief Milk Inspec- 
tor Grady attended. a meeting of milk deal- 
ers in Randolph street during the day and 
declared that the north side milk dealers 
were complaining that they should not be 
held responsible for milk sold from stores.

The inspector said 
that while milk should not be sold from 
stores, there appears to be no power to pre- 
vent it. 

Union Traction Pays.—The first pay- 
ment ever made by the Union Traction com- 
pany to the city for its share of street clean- 
ing has been received by Commissioner of 
Public Works Bilocki in the form of a check 
for $4,759.

BUILDERS ASK AN INQUIRY 


WOULD HAVE GRAND JURY INVES- 
TIGATE ALLEGED POOL. 


Members of the Association Resent the 
Charges That They Are Hampering 
Construction or Inflating Prices and 
Say That Their Books Are Open to 
Any Authorized Persons Who Care 
to Examine Them — Suggest a Com- 
pany to Combat the Vompbines. 


Aroused by the charges that — building 
operations in Chicago have been crippled by 
peols, the Carpenters and Builders’ associa- 
tion announced yesterday that it is willing 
to send representatives before the grand jury 
or any otherinvestigating body to prove that 
the association has not been connected with 
any scheme that has tended to restrain con- 
struction or inflate the cost ofthe same. 

The formal challenge is signed by John 
Ramcke, president of the association, and by 
Murdoch Campbell, the secretary. It reads: 

‘‘It having been stated that there were 
pools and combines in the various employ- 
ers’ organizations identified with the build- 
ing industty of Chicago for the purpose of 
mulecting the public, and as the name of the 
Carpenters and Builders’ association of Chi- 
cago has been prominently mentioned in this 
connection, we herewith protest against such 
slanderous "statements. 

“ We invite the grand jury or any fair com-~ 
mittee of reputable citizens to investigate 
thoroughly our objects and methods, and 
thus prove to the public that we are in ex- 
istence for legitimate purposes only. 

‘Our officers will give every aid to any 
authorized committee to into our 
purposes and books.”

Through the same company 
he believes legislation can be obtained that 
will stop all pooling on municipal jobs. 

*“*In this company the stock should be is- 
sued in $100 and $300 Ipts to property own- 
ers,’’ said Mr. Schilling. ‘* The stock should 
be transferable to anothe? property owner 
or to the company, in payment of any im- 
provement the company wish®s to make, or 
in exchange for bonds for improvements. 
By this means the special assessment bonds 
could be kept up to par.” 

Gompers Has Defenders. © 

The Canvassers and Solicitors’ union is- 
sued a statement yesterday attacking the 
Anti-Boycott association because of Its atti- 
tude toward President Samuel Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor. The as- 
sociation contemplates prosecuting Gompers, 
and is gathering evidence against him. The 
canvassers and solicitors have been striking 
against several of the large firms in Chicago 
and have failed to win against three of them. 
These have been placed on the “ unfair list ”’ 
and boycotts have been declared. 


CUTS THE AUTO FINE IN HALF: 


Justice Boyer of Evanston Imposes a 
Penalty of Only $10 Upon Chauf-. 
feur Who Speeded. 


Justice Boyer of Evanston made a reduc- 
tion in his regular $20 fine for automobilists 
yesterday, when he fined Sherman Rarey $10 
and costs for exceeding the speed limit. 
Rarey pleaded guilty, but said he was taking 
his employer, Dr. Frankelintaw, to answer 
urgent professional calls. Justice Boyer con- 
sidered this a mitigating circumstance.

A BREAKFASTILESS SENATOR. 

Last Sunday a train on the Seaboard Air 
line, having on board Booker T. Washiny- 
-ton and a number of other colored meu, 
reached the station where passengers get 
breakfast a little in advance of another 
train on which were Sehator Bacon of 
Georgia and several prominent white men. 
‘Mr. Washington and his party went iuto 
the dining room and were still there when 
Senator Bacon and his party arrived. The 
latter were invited to occupy au improvised 
dining room, but nearly all refused and 
vent hout breakfast. It is said that 
Senator Bacon expressed great indignation 

over the affair. 
A man who has lost his breakfast is likely 


E to be indignant or cross. Many northern 


men will be unable to understand why Sen- 
ator Bacon felt obliged to go without his, 
Everybody understands why he would not 
in the same room with colored people, 
Dut that does not explain why he should ab- 
stain altogether from food. He might have 
had some sent to his car. He might have 
munched sandwiches as he walked up and 
Gown the piazza. Surely that would not 
have been an unbecoming performance. 
Apparentiy he preferred to emphasize his 
Gisapproval of the conduct of the owner 
of the eating house in allowing the dininz 
room to be occupied at that time by negroes 
by going without his breakfast. This kind 
of protest may have grieved the eating 
house man, but it hardly can have brought 
blushes of shame to the cheeks and tears of 
contrition to the eyes of Mr. Washington’s 


party. - 

Doubtless the senator did exactly right 
from his point of view, but most northern 
men, though they would have been vexed 
at being kept out of the regular eating room, 
would have staid their.stomachs with food. 
They would not have strolled about hungry 
and disconsolate while black men ate. They 
have great respect for breakfast, which is 
indeed as important a feature of the day as 
sunrise. Northerners aré quite unable to 
pnderstand Senator- Bacon's renunciation

~ Gov. Yates has concluded to be a candi- 
date for renomination, and will give official 
notice to that effect in a few days: The 
state constitution says that “all men are 
by nature free. and independent, and have 
certain inherent and inalienable rights. 
Among these.are life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of ’—office. ‘The governor has an in- 
alienable right to seek nominations as long 
as life lasts. 

Judging from the governor’s remarks day 
before yesterday to a sympathetic audience, 
largely made up of officeholders, he believes 
that he has given the people a good adminu- 
istration, and that they know it, and will 
stand by him—that is, the republican part 
of the people will—and renominate and re- 
elect him. That is a comforting belief. If 
the peoplerfeel as the governor thinks they 
do it would be a pity to deny them an oppor- 
tunity to keep him where he is, 

There are republicans who have criticised 
some of the features of the management of 
state affairs since Gov. *Yates came into 
office. He defies them and bids them “ come 
on.” They,are; he says, only an ineffectual 
minority of the peopje. That is a matter 
which can be settled conclusively only by 
the race for a renomination which the gov- 
ernor intends to make. If it shall turn out 
that he is mistaken he will not be the first 
man who has taken the approbation of his 
appointees for that of the public, or who 
has had a higher opinion of his own merits 
than that entertained by the community. 

It is the expressed intention of the gov- 
ernor to travel around among the people 
who admire his administration so much, 
grasp their honest hands, gaze upon their 
smiling faces, and listen to the music of 
their cheers. He is to ha¥e a rally in every 
county in the state, at which he will deliver 
a speech and answer all the charges which 
have been made against him. It will take 
at least 102 speeches to do that. Perhaps 
he can manage to give Cook county more 
than one speech. He delivered an address 
here prior to election in which he made | 
promises which induced many to vote for 
him. The promises were not kept as they 
should have been. It will be in order for 
the governor when he comes here to ask 
for a vote of confidence to explain why he 
did not keep them. 


NO REASON FOR CONSTERNATION. 

There is no reason why the employés in 
the government printing office should be 
“thrown into consternation” by the order 
requiring them to take the oath which de- 
partment clerks and other persons in the 
civil of nililitary service have to take. It 
cannet be a dreadful matter for a man 
working in the government printing office in 
any capacity to swear that “ to the best of 
my knowledge and ability I will support 
and defend the constitution of the United 
States against all enemies, foreign and do- 
mestic, that I will bear true faith and alle- 
giamce to the same, that 1 take this obliga- 
tion freely, without any mental reservation 
or purpose of evasion, and that I will well 
and faithfully discharge the duties of the 
office upon which I am to enter.” 
__]f there be a mean in the employ of the 
government who is, unwilling to take an 
obligation of that kind he should be removed 
instanter. Probably there is no one who 
will refuse te take it. If a man who has 
taken it is required to do something which 
goes against his conscience or principles, a 
door of escape is open tohim. He can give 


conscience or different principles. Subscrib- 
ing to the oath does not bind a man to keep 
a place where he is made.to do things he 
does not wish todo. No printing office em- 
ployé enlists for a term of years like a sol- 
dier or sailor. He is free to go when he 
pleases. 

- Jf his employer—the government—bids 
him do something the rules of a union to 
which he belongs say he must not do, and 
e refuses to obey his employer, he will be 
discharged. If he leaves his work to go on 
what is called a strike he will be discharged 
for quitting his work. That is how a gov- 
ernment acts in a case of that kind, whether 
the striker has or has not taken an oath of 
office. The administering of the oath to 
the printing office employés does not change 
the situation in the least. As they belong 
to the classified civil service it ig only proper 
that they should take it, like other em- 
‘ployés. 


MORE TROUBLE FOR TURKEY. 

The United States will, look to Turkey 
for as prompt action in the case of the vice 
consul assassinated at Beirut as was taken 
by that power when Russia demanded satis- 
faction for the murder of her consul at Mon- 
astir. The Turkish policy in cases where 
demands for reparation.are made usually 
is one of delay. It acted with extraordinary 
promptness in the case of the Russian con- 
sul because the Black sea fleet was sent to 
Turkish waters to enforce compliance with 
the demands which had4been made and be- 
eause the situation in Macedonia is such 
that it is unsafe to trifle with the czar. 

The action of the United States in order- 
ing the HBuropean squadron to Beirut to 
back up the government’s demands for 
reparation is a move in line with Rus- 
sia’s, and shows the United States is not 
inclined to display unusual forbearance or 
allow itself to be put off too long by 
Turkish promises to do what is right. The 
request for the immediate arrest and pun- 
ishment of the assassin of the vice consul 
should receive immediate attention. So 
should that for a money indemnity when 
made, as it probably will be. 


JEWS TO INVESTIGATE EAST AFRICA. 
The Zionist congress voted, 225 to 177, 
to appoint a committee to visit and investi- 
gate the tract of land in East Africa offered 
by Great Britain to the Jews. “4 
The congress did well. It certainly would 
havg been foolish to accept the offer without 
investigation, and it would have been equal- 
ly foolish to reject without inquiry what 
may be an excellent thing for their race. 
‘There will always be many Israelites who 
cling to the idea of &A return to the promised 
land of Palestine. Let them retain their 
ideal. An independent, self-governing col- 
ony of their people in East Africa need not 
interfere with it. 

It is obvious that the Jews cannot return 
to Palestine yet, nor for many years to 
‘come. The sultan refuses them permission, 
and the sultan is autocrat of that part of the 
world. In the meantime many Jews might 
find in the dark continent a temporary“ 
refuge from the oppression of eastern Hu- 
rope. While still preserving their idea! of 
a return to Palestine, they might achieve, 
previous to the realization of their dream, 
all the adyantages of a Jewish nationality 
and government. The training they would 
obtein in managing a government would 
stand them in excellent stead when the time 
came for them to return to Zion. 

“When the children of Israel were dwelling

they reported also that the people who 
dwelt in the land were strong—stronger 
than the Israelites. Therefore Moses and 
his people continued their wandering in the 
wilderness. The men who are to be sent to 
spy out Africa probably will report that the 
lend, though not flowing with milk and 
honey, is habitable. They certainly will 
not report that it isa dangerous land to enter 
on account of the people now living there. 
With Bast Africa open to the Jews there is 
no reason why they should continue to dwell 
in the house of bondage.

IUS X. smokes and enjoys the distinc- 
tion. of being the first pope to make 
use of tobacco in this form. Both 
Leo XIII. and Pius IX. were wont to 
indulge in snuff, but no pontiff has 

ever until now been known to smoke cigars 
like the present occupant of the chair of 
St. Peter. 

Indeed, his pronounced fondness for the 
fragrant weed is a subject of no little con- 
cern to those prelates and dignitaries of 
the court of the vatican who regard any 
breach of etiquette as something akin to a 
sin. For among the Italian clergy, smoking 
by those in holy orders is discountenanced, 
and when Pius X. was patriarch of Venice 
‘his cheerful disregard of their ethics in the 
matter was wont to disconcert the clerical 
members of his household, their uneasiness 
being increased by the fact that the particu- 
lar brand affected by the patri was that 
of an exceedingly cheap, and, to foreigners, 
an unpalatable cigar. 


If I call attention to this fact it is because 
it goes to confirm the assertion frequently 
made since the last conclave that Pius X. 
is the most human pope who has occupied 
the chair of St. Peter in modern times and 
also because it will tend to create a fresh 
bond of sympathy between the holy father 
and those numerous members of the Roman 
Catholic clergy in this country, who see 
no harm in seeking solace and innocent en- 
joyment in a cigar or even ina pipe.

Admiral Alexieff, who has been appointed 
by the czar to the post of viceroy of Man- 
churia, commanded the man of war on board 
of which the present emperor while still 
czarewitch made his trip to India, China, 
and to Japan, where it may be remembered 
thatan attempt was made by a fanatic native 
to assassinate Nicholas. The latter is there- 
fore thoroughly acquainted with the admiral 
whom he has long regarded as a trusted per- 
sonal friend... 

The admiral, who is just 60 years of age, 
visited New York and a number of other 
‘American ports about twenty years ago,when 
in command of the Russian cruiser Africa, 
and was for some time naval attaché of the 
Muscovite embassy at Paris. The war be- 
tween China and Japan found him as rear 
admiral in cemmand of the Russian naval 
forces in the China seas, and from that time 
forth, with the exception of a brief term 
spent as chief of the Black sea fleet, he has 
remained employed on the Pacific coast of 
Russia and China. 

Alexieff is well acquainted with the United 
States, having on several occasions chosen 
the American route when going home on 
leave of absence and returning to his post 
in the far orient. I may add that by reason 
of his rank of general aid de camp to the 
czar he holds the grade of general in the 
army in addition to that of admiral in the 
navy. Itis this that enables him to command 
the Russian forces in the far east both on 
the sea and on land. - 

Lady, Williams-Bulkeley, who is now ‘in 
this country, staying with her daughter, Mrs. 
Benjamin Guinness, at the latter’s home 
on Long Island, Benjamin Guinness, a former 
officer of the royal navy, and a member of 
the family of Lord Iveagh and Ardilaun, be- 
ing in business as a banker in New York, is 
the widow of the late Sir Richard William 
Bulkeley. He, like his son, the present 
baronet, claimed to derive his descent from 
Marchudd Ap Cynan, lord of Abergeleu, in 
Carnarvon, contemporary with Rhodri Mowr, 
king of Wales, who reigned fn the ninth 
century. The first baronet was lord chief 
justice of England. when it was a republic, 
and owed his baronetcy to Oliver Cromwell, 
the president of that republic. He managed, 
however, to trim his sails with such skill 
that he won the favor of King Charles II., 
who confirmed the baronetcy, or rather con- 
ferred it afresh. So loyal.to the crown are 
the Williams-Bulkeleys that they take no 
account of the Cromwell baronetcy, and 
only date the creation of this hereditary 
dignity: of their house from the time when 
it was subsequently conferred by King 
Charles II. The family patronymic is Will- 
fams and the name of Bulkeley was added 
thereto when the tenth baronet, having suc- 
ceeded to the estates of his mother’s brother, 
the last Lord Bulkeley, assumed the name 
and the armorial bearings of the Bulkeleys 
of Brynddu., 

In addressing the Lady WilHams-Bulkeley, 
who is now visiting, the United States, it is 
necessary to prefix her christian name of 
Margaret to the word “ lady” in order to 
distinguish her from her stepdaughter-in- 
law, the wife of the present baronet, and 
likewise from her husband's first wife, who 
still continues to bear his name and the 
title, aithough after being divorced from him 
she married a Capt. Maund of the royal 
marine artillery. She is half an American, 
being herself the daughter of Henry Baring, 
who married Miss Maria Mathilda Bingham, 
from whom he obtaineda divorce. The pres- 
ent Lord Cromer and his brother, the late 
Lord Revelstoke, are sons of Henry Baring 
by his second marriage contracted after the 
dissolution of the union with his Philadel- 
phia born wife. | 

Count Gleichen, who has just been ap-/ 
pointed military attaché to the British em- | 
bassy at Berlin, is in spite of his German 
name and title an English officer, being a 
son of the late Prince Victor Hohenlohe, 
son of Queen Victoria's half sister, who 
after marrying morganatically Miss Laura 
Seymour entered the English navy, dying 
with the rank of admiral. His widow, by 
permission of the late Queen Victoria, bears 
the title of “* Princess Victor Hohenlohe at 
the English court,’’ but it not recognized as 
such abroad. Her children, who bear the 
names of Gleichen, are treated by the reign- 
house of England as near relatives. 
Count Gleichen, the.son, who is popular in 
the English army -in which he holds the 
rank of major of the grenadier guards, has 
seen a good deal of active service, both in 
the Soudan and in south Africa, where he was 
badly wounded. He has written several 
books, and a superficial article in a maga- 
zine concerning a tour which he made in the 
United States. It was not couched in par- 
ticularly friendly or appreciative terms, and 
on this account attracted some attention in 
the American press. at the time of its ap- 
pearance, 

One of his ancestors, bearing like himself 
the title of Count.Gleichen, and who lies 
buried in the cathedral of Erfurt, is on 
record as having been the only Christian 
nobleman who ever enjoyed the sacramental 
privilege from the Roman Catholic church 
of being married to and living with two 
wives at the same time. Indeed, the tomb 
of the count in the Erfurt cathedral repre- 
sents him as kneeling between his two wives. 


The old count had been a crusader and hay- 
ing been taken prisoner was set at liberty 
by the sultan's daughter on the condition 
that he would take her with him in his flight 
and marry her according to the rites of his 
own religion. Beggars cannot afford to be /[ 
choosers, so the count consented, and on 
reaching Europe went to Rome to consult 
the pope as to what he was to do, having 
already a wife in Germany. The holy father, 
after due consideration, decided that the 
count must fulfill his pledges all the more 
as the Turkish princess had promised to be- 
come a Christian if the count married her.

SOMETIMES think { that serving is one of 
the most important things for a house- 
keeper as well as a cook or waitress to 
study. 

The first thing, of course, is a snowy 


the setting should be done with a careful eye; 
everything in its exact place, no irregular- 
ities, and no crowding, rather too few flowers 
than too many.. 

The first impression of a dish is the first 
glance, not the first bite. If one’s appetite 
is a little flagging; one realizes at once that 
the daintily served and pretty looking dish 
goes a long way towards its “ eating good,”’ 
in the pet phrase of my market man. It isa 
great chance for ingenuity and creative abil- 
ity to get pleasing effects and combinations. 
One's. color sense must be good, as well as 
one’s sense of form. A dainty croquette gar- 
nished with “ roses "’ made of carrots is not 
agreeable to the eye. And just here let me 
protest against such elaborations ds are con- 
cocted out of carrots, beets, and such vege- 
tables, and called flowers. -They usually take 
a good deal of time to make well, gnd that 
energy is worthy of a better cause, I believe. 

One never should feel that fingers have 
had anything to do with what tis offered one 
to eat. Of course, fingers are used, and must 
be, but as little as possible. You don’t want 
to feel, the moment you look at a dish, that 
much fingering was necessary in its pre- 
paring, no matter how wonderful the result— 
and it isn’t wonderful dishes that we want 
on our tables, but delicious, tempting, ex- 
quisitely seasoned dishes; not queer looking 
fish and macaroni mounds filled with no one 
knows what. Natural flowers are pretty for 
garnishing, if used with taste, and green 
leaves add much to many things. Leaves 
put under and around fruit always add to 


tablecloth, shining glass and silver, and suit- 
able china. For my taste, porcelain that has 
little color, even just the plain white and 
gold, makes the most attractive table. And

Fresh as a Dewdrop— 

Is the model luncheon that is carried by the 
business woman and business‘girl to the 
downtown. office, and pe by the model 
home caterer. 

It is packed in a wee telescope basket of 
straw, which not only keeps the food fresh 
but, unlike the tin and papier mache boxes, 
keeps itself fresh also. 

It is wrapped in wax paper, the wrapable 
parts of it, and t unwrapable parts are 
slipped into small glasses or cups with tight 
fitting covers. 

It is dainty, nutritious, and as full of va- 
riety as Chicago weather. Its sandwiches 
are made of delicately thin slices of bread, 
sometimes rye, sometimes whole wheat, 
sometimes Boston brown bread. hen filled 
with sliced meat the bread is buttered, when 
filled with minced ham or chicken a little’ 
butter is melted and mixed with the other 
ingredients. Finely chopped celery is added 
to chicken or veal, and “ made mustard ”’ to 
minced ham. Chipped smoked beef is some- 
times used, and sometimes bologna, toasted 
first over hot coals and lightly spread with 
French mustard. Neufchatel cheese and 
chopped olives mixed with a /little fresh 
cream are deliciously used with rye bread 
sandwiches. 

It is never destitute of relishes, olives, cel- 
ery, radishes, fresh fruits, especially fresh 
fruits. When they are missing there is cer- 
tain to be a baked apple, stewed prunes, or 
homemade jelly, marmalade, or preserves,

Gather Fresh Greens While Ye May— 


Old summer is still aflying, and the winter 
comes, when they grow no more save in tin 
cans and hothouses. The talk of the markets 
is the white fleshed caulifiowers. For the 
French Choux Fleurs Frits, which, like most 
things from “ La Belle France,”’ are seduc- 
tively good, half boil a caulifiower, then pick 
it to pieces and place inafrying basket. Dip 
into boiling butter and leave till a golden 
brown, then drain om soft paper and serve 
piled up, sprinkled with finely chopped pars- 
ley and chervil. 

Tomatoes have long been with us, and every 
minute grow eheaper, and firmer, and red- 
der, and juicier. Not one in half a thousand 
housekeepers knows that boiled tomatoes are 
far and away better than stewed. Choose 
smooth tomatoes, nearly of a size, drop in 
boiling salted water, and boil until they can 
be easily pierced with a fork. Lift them out 
then, place on squares of buttered toast, score 
each on top, crosswise, season with a lump of 


butter, some salt, pepper, and a microscopic |. 


amount of sugar, and serve piping, seething 
hot. 

Cabbage in the Parisian mode is fairly as 
delicate as the more patrician caulifiowers, 
Choux Rouge a la Flamande is the French 
christening of a blanched red cabbage which 
is drained and quartered. Itis then seasoned 
and placed in a stoneware casserole, in which 
some butter has been previously melted, with 
a bay leaf and an onion stuck with cloves. 
Turn the cabbage round in the butter and 
place in a moderate oven for two or three 
hours, turning now and again. Just before 
serving remove the bay leaf and onion and 
add some more butter. This may be served 
alone or as an accompaniment to slices of 
hot ham.
